‘In a letter to Frank Schmidt of 
Grayling, Representative Peltz re- 
vealed that he felt the county was 
being treated unfairly when large 
tracts of land were turned over 
to the state and taken from the 
tax roll.

“The bill_was introduced in the 
House in March and was passed 
by the House after being amended 
slightly and favorably reported 
Nes by a House Taxation Commit- 

ee. 

The bill was then forwarded to 
the State Senate who approved it 
on May 17. It was then signed by 
the Governor on June 8. 

Senator Charles T. Prescott, 
who represents Crawford County 
in the State Senate aided greatly 
in obtaining approval from that 
body. Locally, Supervisor Charles

to herd it through the legislative 
channels for final approval and 
adoption. 

The huge ownership in Craw-

Michigan's public libraries have 
a.brighter future today than ever 
before, thanks to the action of the 
1949 state legislature in adopting 
a new. formula for state aid to 
public libraries. 

Tontinued improvement and ex- 
pansion of public library service 
is practically assured under the 
néW formula, in the opinion of the 
Michigan library Association, 
composed of public librarians and 
library trustees. 

In passing House Bill No. 376, 
the legislature acted to stimulate 
local support of libraries and to 
raise library service standards. 

What the legislature did not ac- 
complish before it broke up last 
week was to appropriate the funds 
to be distributed under the new 
formula in the coming year. That 
matter remains to be settled in the 
wind-up session called for June 
23. The library aid fund will be 
considered along with other edu- 
cational appropriations in Bill No. 
544. That bill is now in the hands 
of a joint house and senate com-: 
mittee. 

The Michigan Library Associa- 
tion sees no reason why libraries 


should not be granted state aid at, 


least in the amount of $375,000. 
According to Miss Alice Louise. 
LeFevre of Kalamazoo, associa- 
tron p

neighborhood ‘of that sum, the 
same amount which has been 
granted annually in recent years: 

“Compared to the state’s other 
grants in aid, $374,000 for state aid 
to public libraries is peanuts,” 
Miss LeFevre said. “But even 
with that amount, our new distrib- 
ution formula will work to the 
vast benefit of our public li- 
braries.” 

The new formula is an answer 
to the public's increasing aware- 
ness of the need for improved and 
expanded library service, she said. 

“Under the new formula, the 
state helps those who help them- 
selves,” she explained. “Libraries 
whose service standards are be- 
hind the times will be encour- 
aged to step ahead to qualify for 
state aid funds, and local support, 
which has lagged in some com- 
munities, will be stimulated with 
increased state help as a reward,” 
she said. 

Never before in nearly a cen- 
tury of public library history in 
Michigan has there been so great 
an inducement to improve library 
service, the president declared. 
She pointed out that the public 
library today is far more than a 
storehouse for books. It is an ac 
tive, working force in the commu-
